Be it enacted by Parliament in the Forty-sixth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows:— 

1. (I) This Act may be called the Salary, Allowances and Pension of 
Members of Parliament (Amendment) Act, 1995. 

(2) It shall come into force on the 1st day of April, 1995. 

2. In section 5 of the Salary. Allowances and Pension of Members of 
Parliament Act, 1954. after sub-section (1), the following sub-section 
shlall be inserted, namely: — 

“(lA) Notwithstandins: anything contained in Riih-section (T). a 
member shall be entitled to receive travelling allowances in respect 
of every journey performed by air for visiting any place in India 
during the interval not exceeding seven days hettveen two sittings 
of a l>el»artn»cnt related Standing Committee when a HotT.w of Par¬ 
liament is adjourned for a fixed neriod during the Budget Session: 

Frovided that such travelling allowances» excludiug the air fare, 
sbltt not exceed the total amouut of daily allowances which would 
blYe bmn admissihl* to such Memher under section 3 for the days 
nliWBilce if he had n®t remained adwent-”.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The Department-related Standing Committees of the Houses of Parlia¬ 
ment are required to consider the “Demands for Grants" of the Ministries 
and make their reports during ihe fixed period in the recess when the 
Houses arc adjourned after the general discussion on the Budget is over, 
In order to enable ihese ComniiUees to meet at short intervals not ex¬ 
ceeding seven days to complete scrutiny of the “Demands for Grants” 
and submil their Reports, it is proposed to amend section 5 of the Act 
to entitle Members of Parliament for payment of air fare for every air 
journey performed during the interval not exceeding seven days betwewi 
two sittings of a Department-related Standing Committee during the 
recess of the budget session only. Tn addition to the air fare, Members 
will also get incidental charges limited to the daily allowances for the 
days of their absence for such journeys. 

2. The Bill seeks to achieve the above objects.

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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 

Clause 2 of the Bill seeks to amend section 5 of the Act to entitle 
Members of Parliament to paiyment of air fare for every air journey per¬ 
formed during the interval not exceeding seven days between two 
sittings of a Department-related Standing Committee during the recess 
of the budget session only. In addition to the air fare Members will also 
get incidental charges limited to the daily allowance which would have 
been admissible had the Members remained at the Headquarters. 

2„ The above provision would involve a recurring expenditure from 
the Consolidated Fimd of India to the extent of 40 lakh rupees per 
annum approximately. 

3. The provisions of the Bill will not involve any other expenditure 
of a recurring or non-recurring nature.

ying the several charges which will come in course of payment during 
the financial year 1995-96, 


3. The sums authorised to be withdrawn from and out of the Consolidated 
Fund of India by this Act shall be appropriated for the services and purposes 
expressed in the Schedule in relation to the said year. 
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4. References to the Ministries or Departments in the Schedule are to such 
Ministries or Departments as existing immediately before the 1st March, 1995 
and shall on or after that date be construed as references to the appropriate 
Ministries or Departments as constituted from time to time.
